Clarence Yenser, who stabbed Barn- 


ey McCabe in the abdomen during a 
fracas near Bittinger one Sunday af- 
ternoon last Summer, pleaded his own 
case, giving self defense as the rea- 
son for his attack which, he claimed, 
was made after McCabe had knocked 
out two teeth and kicked him in the 
stomach.

As he left the Court Room he 
stated that he was going to Hanover 
for his tools and that, from there, he 
would go on to Baltimore.

He had no friends to comfort him but 
several men went to him and.tried to 
console him.j Tears appeared in not. a 
few eyes asithe little lad continued 
his,weeping and was finally taken 
back, to jail* 


Jacob Moore was tried for the theft 


of four chickens and was found guilty. 
He tfcok them to the home of John 
Valentine, who alleged that Moore 
brought in four "barn pheasants" the 
night the theft was supposed to have 
been committed. A sentence of 
months in the county jail 
%vas 


posed. 


Clarence Heagey was released after 


having been in the county jail since 
November 27 for non-maintenance. 
Mrs. Heagey appeared before Court 
and said that her husband had been 
promised employment at the furniture 
factory upon his release and Heagsy 
promised to cake care of his wife and 
children, whereupon he was given his 
freedom. 


Claude Groft pleaded guilty to a 


charge of larceny of chickens from 
his grandmother. Charles D. Groft, his 
father, appeared in his behalf and a 
paper, signed by a number of promin- 
ent McSherrystown citizens, was pre- 
sented asking for clemency. The Court 
at first considered sending the young 
man to the Huntingdon Reformatory. 
He will be 25 years of age on June 7th 
and his incarceration there could be 
for no longer than that time, but the 
father did not feel able to support 
both his and his son's families and 
Groft was released upon his promise 
to go to work.

of America here. 


After the cheering had died down,' 


when he concluded, the miners gave 
Senator Kern a rising vote of appre- j 
ciation. 
, 


"I came here from Washington," be- 


gan Senator Kern, "to bring you a ; 
message of good will from the rnem- 
bers of both sides of the United States 
senate—from those stalwart fighters 
for liberty, Jim Martme, Henry As- 
hurst, William E. Borah, W. S. Ken- 
yon and others. 


"This Is a crucial time for organ- 


ized labor. Enemies of labor are put- 
ting forth greater efforts than ever 
before to exert influence over mem- 
bers of congress and the senate, In an 
attempt to crush trades unionism. It 
Is a time when there should be har- 
mony among yourselves. Your enemies 
have had paid hirelings in your assem- 
blies and have failed to disrupt your- 
selves by petty internal squabbles and 
Indulging in personalities. Every re- 
port of dissensions sent out from this 
convention brings joy to your ene- 
mies." 


Senator Kern referred to the West- 


Virginia strike investigation, and said 
he Introduced the resolution at the re- 
quest of Senator Borah, as a matter 
of policy, as he was chairman of the 
caucus. 


"I had little knowledge of the con- 


ditions in West Virginia. The news- 
papers did not print the story of the 
terrible conditions existing- I did not 
know that Mother Mary Jones was 
held a prisoner, without the guarantee 
of her constitutional rights, and that 
she was tried by a dram head, mock 
court martial. 
Such news was sup- 


pressed. 


"Within twenty-four hours after the 


resolution for the investigation was 
introduced a flood of telegrams began 
to pour In, exerting every Influence 
possible to make me not press the 
resolution. I Tras told not to disv.irt 
the peace and quiet reigning in the 
beautiful hills of West Virginia. Then 
foul slander was circulated regarding 
that noble woman, Mother Jones, whc 
is known and loved more than any 
other woman in the land. 


"It was publicity, more than the 


congressional investigation, that has 
brought results. It aroused public sen- 
timent and the men down there were 
afraid to continue their lawless pol 
icy." 


The senator said he had received 


messages from Michigan saying that 
the miners there had no cause to com- 
plain. 


"I am not here to prejudice the in- 


vestigation," continued Mr. Kern, "but 
I firmly believe that as soon as the 
light of publicity is turned on the 
conditions there that public sentiment 
will see to it that the wrongs com- 
plained of in Michigan will all be 
righted." 


Seuator Kern, in speaking of the 


Sherman anti-trust law, said it would 
be written before the present congress 
adjourns and that the law was not in 
tended to be used against labor or 
ganizations. 


When Senator Kern concluded many 


of the delegates climbed on the chair? 
and threw their hats into the air. The 
applause continued several minutes.
